Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Brightbill ('330)patent, as cited in previous office actions, teaches a hollow barrel (44), a catheter 
connection portion (14) sized to fit within a catheter (12), a pair of anchoring protrusions, and a female luer connector that is not coaxial 
with the barrel axis (see Figure 1, where female luer connector is connected to the barrel by tubing 46) and thus teaches every aspect of 
the claimed invention. Though the claims are read in view of the specification, the specific axial relationship between the barrel and the 
female luer connector is not claimed and therefore not given patentable weight . 
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
